The  Report  of  the 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Cox  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
atnd  Sanitary  circumstances  tor  the  Borough  for  the  year  1946. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  under  review  can  again  be 
considered  as  satLisf actor y ;;i  comparison  with  those  for  England  and  Wales 
and  also  with  the  figures  for  the  Borough  for  the  previous  year.  The 
Birth  Rate  of  17.17  compares,  with  a ra'te  of  16.9  foi  19  1.7,  but  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  19  16  was  21.5 

The  g"'?'.  'al  health  of  the  Borough  remained  goo<l.  There  were  no 
major  outbrea.ks  of  Infectious  Diseases.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  Mass  Radiog-ephy  Unit  operated  on  hel  -li  r.f  Vo  ‘i.amptcu- 
s.hire  CouniLy  Council,  within  the  Borough,  on  what  was  a trial  open  session 
for  the  general  public.  Tire  response  was  encouraging,  due  in  no  s.tnall 
measure  to  the  enthusiastic  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Coupe, 
in  ('  >opc'iation  with  the  staff  operating  with  the  Unit. 

Tlie  Sanitary  chcumstances  of  the  Borough  have  been  well 
maiuta.uned,  but  the  question  of  additional  wa.ter  supply  is  consta.ntly 
in  the  mind.  The  wa'tor  resouices  of  this  midland  ai’ea  are  not  plentiful 
and  although  it  is  stated  in  many  quai'bers  .that  water  is.  abounding 
everywhere  ( r)  — harnessing  the  small  widely  spread  sources  for 
supplying  the  domestic  and  industriad  consumer  is  a major  problem,  too 
difficult  for  the  commitments  involved.  The  Joint  Water  Board  for 
Pitsford  Reservoir  has  been  mooted,  but  up  to  the  present  no  really 
tangible  result  has.  accrued  from  tlie  many  discussions. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  commenced  a survey  of  the  housing 
conditions  in  the  Borough  - and  up  to  date  the  findings  are  disturbing, 
to  say  the  least.  In  the  Housing  Section  of  this  Report,  a*  fuller  analysis 
has  been  made. 

My  efforts  during  the  year  have  been  most  energetically  amplified 
by  the  gre.at  amount  of  work  done  by  Mr.  Coupe,  who  has  carried  out 
his  duties  during  his  first  year  in  the  Borough  with  commendable  zeal, 
thoroughness  and  tact.

DAVENTRY  !S  A SMALL  BOROUGH  OF  3,G33  ACRES,  combinin’ 
ail  the  benefits  of  urbanisation  in  a rural  setting. 

The  town  stands  on  'ihe  grrot  trunk  road  from  I.ondon  'to  the 
N.VV.  and  links.  Noi'chants.  with  i ho  fiinge  of  the  industrial  Midlands. 
Its  pepuiation  ha',  ing  traditions  of  industry  and  ciai'i,  it  wou.d 
appear  likely  fha'c  some  development  must  come. 

At  present  'the  working  population  is  basically  engryed  in 
the  boot  and  shoe  'ciade.  A light  engineering  firm  employs  a 
further  quota. 

There  are  no  deep  environmental  or  cccuy.'itional  heai'(h  problems 
associated  with  the  local  trades.

The  hospdtad  carried  on  by  the  above  Board  is  situated  in 
Staverton,  and  infectious  disease  cases  f^om  the  rural  districts  of 
Brackley,  Towcester  and  Daventry  and  the  boroughs  of  Daven'tay 
and  Brackley  were  admitted  for  treatmen'b.  Owdng  to  the  lack  of 
Nursing  and  Domestic  staff  at  'the  beginning  of  1'946,  the  hospitail 
had  to  be  closed,  and  arrangements  had  to  be  made  by  the  Board 
for  admission  of  cases  to  other  hospitals  within  and  without  the 
county.  The  hospital  lias  never  reopened. 

General  medical  acid  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  Northamp'ton 
Geuei'al  Hospital  or  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  at  Kugby.

Sanitary  Circumstances  o-  the  District 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  suppply  to  the  Baroug')  is  obtained  from  three 
separate  sources — 

(a)  Sinkings  at  Dodford 

(b)  An  emergency  war-time  bore  and  pump  at  Monksmoor. 

(c)  A purchased  supply  entering  the  Borough  Hill  system  from 

Dodford  Water  Company. 

The  entire  supply  pv  sitlon  has  offered  no  difficulty  throughout 
the  year.  As  far  as  qur.l.ly  is  concerned,  the  supply  is  automatically 
chlori;:ated  before  entc.ing  the  supply  maiins.  Three  Bacteriological 
analyses  were  carried  cut  duuing  the  year,  and  one  Chemical 
analysis  was  al'so  taken. 

The  analysts’  reports  were  s.atisfactory. 

The  ultirr.ate  question  of  B^tabilising  the  various  sources  of 
rupply  is  receiving  attontiou,  and  the  Surveyor  and  VVatea  Engineer 
is  formula'ting  u>  scheme  for  the  development  of  either  or  both  of 

Borough  waters. 

The.  r.sw  soheme  will  centralise  storage,  treatment  and 
dotimlion  of  ail  water  at  Borough  Hill. 

T’^o  average  consumption  per  head  is  80  gallons  per  day  over 
the  rr'lli-e  pcpulrt  icn.  As  sanitary  conveusions  proceed  and 
the  old  hojiper  clofcts  are  replaced,  and  house  suppMes  in  lieu 
of  statu!  pipes  become  more  common,  it  must  be  seen  that  an 
increased  con.'sampt.ion  must  be  envisaged. 

There  are  1,088  dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough.  Some 
2.")1  houses  have  been  surveyed  to  date,  and  193  are  reported  as 
using  stand  p p^s,  38  having  an  intcL-nal  supply.  It  is  presumed 
'that  approximately  00  per  cent,  of  the  dwellings  (when  the  better 
class  houses  have  been  inspected)  will  be  found  to  be  without 
a separate  water  supply. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  bulk  of  the  houses  within  'the  Borough  are  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  which  gravitates  to  the  works  situated 
to  the  east  of  'the  town  adjoining  the  Grand  .Tune'eion  Canal 
Company’s  Reservoir. 

Some  few  houses  rely  on  septic  tanks,  but  the  'time  is  not 
yet  opportxine  to  re-plan  the  sew’erage  system  to  enable  these 
topographically  difficult  sites  to  be  connected  to  the  sewer. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  movement  from  the  past  insani'cary  tyi>e  of  fit'tangs  is 
palhoring  , impetus  and  gradually  the  elimination  of  the  hopoer 
type  closets  with  th-'ir  unpleasant  characteiistics  and  hand  flushing, 
is  commencing. 

The  survey  showed  that  cut  of  2.‘)1  houses,  US  houses  lacked 
sejiarate  closet  accommc  ’.a  I'cn.  A total  of  200  wrrc  noted  to  have 
insanitary  types  of  appa  at  us,  or  to  be  lack'ng  in  flushing  means, 
or  both. 

It  is  questionable  whcthu'  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  a conversion 
scheme,  but  when  the  Heusing  Survay  i:  complete,  the  final  figures 
may  compel  action  to  rem Jdy  the  present  low  t’andarJ. 

DISINFECTION 

Four  di^infect'ons  wre  car"ied  cu'u  and  two  disinfestations 
of  hedding  and  dwellings  have  been  completed  dur'ng  'the  past 
year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

No  action  under  this  heed  has  been  found  necessary. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT  AND  INFESTATION 

ORDERS — The  co-opera:tion  of  -be  Ministry  of  Food  and  Public  Health 
Swiff  continues,  .and  a ccmplete  sairvey  of  the  Bor-ough  was 
undertaken  in  19d6. 

Ovej  23  separate  “blocks”  were  trea.ted,  following  preliminary 
investigation.  Several  typies  of  pre-bai'i  were  used,  and  the  best 
results  were  obtained  with  la  nfixture  of  sausage  mash.  After 
three  days’  encouragement  with  'the  simple  bait,  a poison  »as 
added  on  rthe  fourth.  Check  bai’ts  laid  a few  weeks  later,  on  'the 
sites  so  treated,  showed  that  the  work  had  been  successful. 

Approximaltaly  500  rats  we*-e  destroyed  and  over  200  visits  wev-e 
paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  undertook  this  work, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A foitnighrtly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  and  motor  transport 
dumps  the  refuse  a'b  the  Council’s  tip  in  Ashby  Road.  The  site 
lends  itself  to  controlled  tipping,  which  is  shortly  to  be  commenced. 
No  serious  nuisance  Is  no'ted  *.t  the  site,  but  the  question  of 
more  collections  should  receive  aittention. 
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SECTION  D 

Housing 

A comprehensive  housing  survey  has  been  initiated  in  the  past 
year.  After  six  years  of  War  and  consequent  neglect,  the  housing 
situation  which  was  already  poor,  deteriorated  rapidly  and  post-war 
prospects  are  bad. 

The  survey  is  incomplete,  yet  sufficient  has  been  done  to  be 
able  to  assess,  within  reascnable  limits,  the  true  Housing  situation 
within  the  Borough 

'I'iie  .bulk  of  the  houses  are  old  and  lie  within  close  reach  of  the 
main  street'.  They  couple  along  with  structujal  defects,  poor  siting 
arrangemen.'s  and  as  ai  whole  lack  the  separate  sanitary  amenities 
presumed  for  modern  life.  The  town,  being  old,  has  by  long  usage, 
adapted  i'ts  mode  of  living  to  this  cramped  and  communal  way  of  life. 
However,  gradually,  it  as  leaving  luhis  phase  boliind,  and  the  survey  is 
directed  to  draw  attenitdcn  to  the  ways  this  changing  mode  of  life 
can  be  achieved. 

Far  too  many  houses  are  mere  brick  shells,  where  privacy  and 
decency  are  impossible.  Many  houses  are  cramped  into  dark  corners, 
fthel  fil  ing  under  the  shade  of  derelidt  workshops  and  premises  long 
defunct.  Too  many  families  share  sanitary  accommodaition  and  water 
supplies  and  have  little  or  no  washing  or  cooking  means,  and  struc  urally, 
after  a long  life,  a great  many  houses  have  served  all  their  useful  period.  • 

The  removad  of  these  worn-ou  and  decaying  dwellings  cannot 
long  be  delayed.  For  the  preserrt  a phase  of  new  house  building  takes 
precedence  over  this  icconditioning  and  slum  clearance,  and  the  method 
of  Ministry  of  Werks  Building  Licensing  restric'ta  often  vital 
maintenance  aepairs.  It  is  a plain  fact  that  tlie  present  restriction 
of  repairs  cannot  continue  indefinitely,  or  i\ts  soon  as  the  present  new 
houspes  are  finished  another  programme  will  be  necessary  to  replace 
those  now  falling  to  pieces  through  neglect.

of  Transport.  Id  wac  evid**nt  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  that 
the  methods  of  delivery,  often  in  dirty  lorries  with  ordinary  sacking^ 
on  the  floor,  meat  ard  offal  haphazardly  arranged,  were  most 
unsatisfactory.  Correspondence  with  the  Ministries  concerned  led 
to  an  improvement — but  even  so,  the  delivery  of  meat  is  not  up 
to  the  high  siianclard  which  is  to  be  desired.  . Your  Sanitary 
Iiispector  is  constantly  on  the  look-out  for  any  deviation  from 
the  improved  standard,  but  un'til  proper  refrigerated  vans  are  in 
use,  it  is  probable  that  much  of  the  valuable  meat  will  be 
pradtically,  if  not  completely  unfit  to  be  eaten.

Whooping  Cough — Two  cases  of  tVhocg)  iig  Cough  were  notified  duiiini 
th?  yeeCr,  iboih  iu  the  same  family,  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year. 

Paratyphoid  and  Typhoid  Fevers — One  case  of  Para'Lyphoid  B Fever 
wae  notified  in  .\uguslL.  The  infeefion  was  probably  contracted 
ai  a seaside  resort  where  a minor  outbreak  occurred  almost 
simultaneously  with  'the  case  notified  in  the  town. 

Tubarculosu  —There  were  <ight  nev.  cases  of  Tubeoculcsis  no'tifiod 

during  the  year,  four  male  and  four  female,  all  with  pulmonary 
infection.  There  were  no  cases  of  iion-pulmonary  disease.

Mass  Radicgraphy  Unit  Survey — A Mass  Radiography  Unit  operaJted  by 
the  County  Council  held  a two  weeks’  session  in  'ihe  Boro>igh 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  in  the.  nature  of  a 
trial,  being  open  to  al)  members  of  the  public  from  the  town 
and  neighbouring  villages  in  contrast  to  the  previous  operation 
of  the  unit  in  selected  industcies.  Approximately  50  per 
cent  of  'the  estimated  population  took  advantage  of  the 
facilities  and  12  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered. 

The  resjjonse  of  the  jiublic,  although  no't  as  high  as  was 
hoped  for,  can  be  considcu-ed  satisfactory.  Many  people  are 
no  doubt  afraid  that  pulmonary  disease  will  be  discovered, 
with  its  aiccompan ying  economic  problems,  but  by  systematic 
cducdtion  and  removal  of  the  fear  of  economic  breakdown 
by  payment  of  grants  etc.,  a far  higher  response  should  be 
forthcoming  when  next  'the  Mass  Radiographt  Unit  visits 
the  town.  By  the  expert  use  of  ‘this  unit  the  early  case  of 
Tuberculosis,  can  be  discovered,  early  treatment  commenced, 
and  much  suffering  in  following  years  removed,  amd  what  is 
very  important,  the  potential  “purveyor  of  the  disease” 
prevented  fiom  disseminating  one  of  the  greatest  diseases 
producing  invalidism,  and  so  frequently  premature  demise.
